Didsbury area man contracts West Nile Virus 


Doctor says 
public should not 
panic at diagnosis

The first confirmed case of 
the West Nile Virus in Alberta 
has been confirmed in the 
Didsbury area, a local doctor 
said Monday. 

Dr. Marc Puts said that one 
of his patients contracted the 
virus but maintains the pub¬ 
lic should not panic about the 
diagnosis. 

"The man had been truck¬ 
ing through the United States 
and he has recovered 95 per 
cent," said Puts after the 
news was confirmed earlier in 
the afternoon. "He is not con¬ 


tagious. He is not a risk to 
anyone." 

The man was initially re¬ 
ferred to the Foothills Hospi¬ 
tal as a possible meningitis 
case. It was confirmed as a 
meningitis case, was treated, 
and he was discharged. 

Puts said the man got pro¬ 
gressively worse and he sent 
his patient back to Calgary to 
be screenn^»Cor West Nile. 

The positive result came 
via fax Monday afternoon 
from Dr. Margaret Russell's 
office from Health Authority 
5's Medical Office of Health. 

The test was administered 
at the National Microbiology 
Laboratory in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. 

Puts said two weeks ago 
the case was considered 
"highly suspicious" of the 
West Nile Virus. 


Symptoms of the West Nile 
Virus are usually mild and 
include headaches, fever, body 
aches and sometimes includes 
skin rashes and swollen 
lymph glands. Severe infec¬ 
tions can include comas, 
tremors, paralysis and occa¬ 
sionally death. 

West Nile Virus is prima¬ 
rily an infection of birds and 
culicine mosquitoes but can 
also include horses and hu¬ 
mans as incidental hosts. The 
cycle of the disease for mos¬ 
quitoes and birds usually oc¬ 
curs in the spring and in late 
summer for humans. 

The virus is spread 
through mosquito bites and 
can cause inflammation in the 
spinal cord and brain of birds 
and horses and can be deadly. 

Concern about the disease 
in Canada has been a major 


concern for many officials 
this year. The virus was dis¬ 
covered in dead birds in On¬ 
tario in August 2001. This 
summer birds in Manitoba 
and Quebec were also tested 
positive. 

According to the U.S. 
Center for Disease Control, in 
regions where the virus is 
present, fewer than one per¬ 
cent of mosquitoes carry the 
West Nile Virus. 

Puts said that with winter 
setting in there is no need to 
panic. He did say the case 
may increase the action 
against the virus. 

"Everyone should be on the 
watch," said Puts. "And the 
region needs to be more ag¬ 
gressive. Anyone with an unu¬ 
sual headache should be 
screened." 

Puts said earlier this year

he found a dead crow lying on 
a Didsbury street. He said he 
phoned a public health nurse 
to examine the bird but was 
told that screens are not 
done. 

"I think this is a big hit for 
Alberta. I think this will con¬ 
vince some people that we 
need to be more aggressive."

ing council on this project. 

"We are facing nearly $1 
million of repairs that have to 
be done to the building even 
if we don't add another square 
foot." 

The options were presented 
to council, by Murphy, at 
their last regular meeting. 

Sept. 25, had price tags 
ranging from $2.6 million to 
$3.9 million. 

He said some of the repairs 
need to be done soon, so time 
is of the essence.

The upcoming open house, 
to share renovation plans for 
the Mountain View County 
administration building, will 
be a prime example of how 
things will work with this 
council, said building commit¬ 
tee member and councilor, 
Charlie vanArnam. 

vanArnam said council 
plans to keep the lines of com¬ 
munication open between 
them and the public especially 
on this sensitive issue.

Work for the dogs, Sorensen is more about cats 


Bengal cats a 
passion for local 
woman

After working in town for 
23 years - Wendy Sorensen de¬ 
cided that life was for the 
dogs. 

Now her life is geared 
around her cats. 

Sorensen raises Bengal 
cats, a breed that descends 
from the Asian Leopard cat. 
and in six years has become 
known as an international 
breeder. 

"After working in town 
that long I decided that 1 didn’t 
want to work anymore," said 
Sorensen. "I saw Bengal cats 
in a cat show and I was imme¬ 
diately intrigued. I really liked 
their temperament - they 
seemed to be very loyal." 

Even before she took her 
first cat, Sorensen made a trip 
to California to investigate the 
breed more. 

She knew some breeds of 
animals were trendy at times 
and that many of those ani¬ 
mals had been abandoned by 
their owners. Convinced she 
didn't want to be involved 
with a breed that would be af¬ 
fected by a phase of popular¬ 
ity, Sorensen visited pet shel¬ 
ters in a strong Bengal breed¬ 
ing area to see if she could find

any abandoned Bengal cats. 
She couldn't. 

Now at Sorensen's farm a 
trailer has been converted to 
hold her animals. The trailer, 
which is immaculately clean 
is divided into different rooms 
and provides plenty of room 
for animals to play in. 

Some cats adorn her deck 
and run into the house to 
play when Sorensen brings a 
favourite toy out. 

The breeding program was 


almost an immediate success 
and attracted interest from 
Etong Kong and Korea. While 
most of the Bengal cats are 
sold from $350 to $1,500 de¬ 
pending on their quality, 
Sorensen sold two of her best 
cats to the Korean business¬ 
man for $2,500 a piece. The 
man bought a third Bengal 
from Sorensen just a year ago. 

Bengal cats are bred for 
certain attributes. An ideal 
Bengal looks wild but has a

domestic but playful tempera¬ 
ment. 

"Your trying to reproduce 
the look of a wild cat with a 
sweet temperament. You try 
to eliminate the negative 
things in temperament while 
trying to get a nice coat." 

In addition to the breeding 
program, Sorensen also en¬ 
joys bringing her cats to cat 
shows. 

All of Sorensen's Bengal 
cats are at least five genera-

tions separated from the ac¬ 
tual Asian Leopard Cat which 
means they are more domes¬ 
ticated. The cats are either 
spotted or marbled and 
Sorensen has one completely 
black Bengal. 

All of the Bengal cats have 
spots on their bellies - a trait 
found in the breed. 

While Sorensen loves the 
breed, she maintains that 
some of her customers are ab¬ 
solutely crazy about Bengal 
cats. She asks each customer 
to send a few pictures of their 
cat, so she can see how they 
are doing. One customer sent 
back pictures of their Bengal's 
first birthday party which in¬ 
cluded a cake, guests and a 
fundraiser which collected 
$280 for the local SPCA. 

"They are beautiful cats," 
said Sorensen. "They are very 
playful, they like heights and 
they like water. They can be¬ 
come very loyal to a family 
and are easy to teach."

Recently, I read with interest, the findings of 
a Statistics Canada report on seniors. The re¬ 
port stated that thousands of seniors through¬ 
out the country suffer from loneliness, isolation 
and depression. The findings also showed that 
Canadian seniors typically spend nearly seven 
hours a day alone. 

While these findings are of great concern, it 
is comforting to know that in Alberta there are 
organizations that can help. Alberta has a 
number of seniors-based organizations that of¬ 
fer support services designed to help seniors com¬ 
bat isolation and depression. 

These support services include visitation pro¬ 
grams where caring volunteers drop in to see if 
a senior requires assistance, or a visit for just a 
friendly chat. “Caring Calls” is a similar pro¬ 
gram offered by many organizations that sees 
volunteers telephoning seniors on a semi-regu¬ 
lar basis. These outreach programs give those 
seniors an opportunity to stay connected to the 
organizations, their events and their communi¬ 
ties. 

For information on seniors-based organiza¬ 
tions that can offer this kind of assistance, my 
ministry publishes the Directory of Seniors Or¬ 
ganizations. The directory lists contact infor¬ 
mation and an overview of programs and serv¬ 
ices for many seniors-based organizations in the 
province. My ministry has copies available to 
seniors through our toll-free information line 
and the ministry’s website. 

The Mundare Senior Citizens Club, the 
Calgary Seniors Resource Society and the Sen¬ 
iors Outreach Program of Three Hills and Dis¬ 
trict are just three fine examples of organiza¬ 
tions with programming designed to help pre¬ 
vent and curb the onset of loneliness and de¬ 
pression among seniors. The Seniors Outreach 
Program of Three Hills and District was hon¬ 
oured with a 2002 Minister’s Seniors Service 


Award in part for their work with outreach pro¬ 
grams. 

Speaking of the Minister’s Senior Service 
Awards, I am pleased to announce that the 2003 
Minister’s Seniors Service Awards nomination 
form and poster will be released this month. The 
awards celebrate the contributions Albertans and 
organizations make to enhance the quality of 
life of Alberta’s seniors. My ministry hosts the

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County administrative building should be affordable 


Dear Editor, 

In the October 11, 2002 edi¬ 
tion of the Mountain View 
County News I was wrongly 
credited with a Bucket Style 
(B.S.) solution for solving the 
Administration Building prob¬ 
lems. I did not make that com¬ 
ment Bucket Style, but I like 
that phrase - it fits a farmer. 
As a child I learned that if you 
milk a cow, you give her relief, 
and if she kicked the bucket, 
all was lost. You could stop pigs 
from squealing by pouring a 
bucket into the trough. When 
we enter life we are issued a 
bucket into which we collect all 
of our good and bad deeds. We 
depart by kicking the bucket so 


that the contents run over a 
sieve onto a scale and we hope 
that the good outweighs the 
bad. 

On October 2, 2002 I asked 
for and was granted, a 15 
minute presentation to the 
Mountain View County Admin¬ 
istration Building Review Com¬ 
mittee. I brought three more 
B.S. solutions in the form of 
three floor plans of approxi¬ 
mately 8,000 to 11,000 square 
feet, which would give us a big 
Council Chamber and from 30 
to 38 offices of 12’ by 12’. The 
Building Committee found my 
B.S. solutions interesting 
enough that they kept me an 
extra hour to scrape my bucket 


clean. Two and one-half years 
ago at a County Building Tour 
we were told that the building 
was 11,800 square feet in size. 
Fourteen months later, accord¬ 
ing to County pamphlets, it was 
13,272 square feet. 

On September 25, the Cohos 
Evamy Report stated that we 
had 15,013 square feet of usable 
area. 

On September 30, I meas¬ 
ured the building and found it 
to be 16,498 square feet. 

On the eighth of October in 
the meeting with the Building 
Committee, it was reported that 
it now was 16,500 square feet 
in size. We could be renovating 
for a long, long time if it keeps

Stolen cube van runs local couple off highway

A night at the movies turned into a harrowing expe¬ 
rience for a young couple on their way home from 
Calgary. 

Tony Shipley, 21, and his girlfriend Debbie Griffin, 
20, both from Olds, were inches away from being hit by 
a stolen cube van as it swerved into north bound traffic 
on Deerfoot Trail in the north part of the city. 

Shipley was unable to get onto the highway because 
police had blocked off access routes including 16th Av¬ 
enue. Country Hills Boulevard was not blocked off by 
police and the pair made their way onto the highway to 
get home. 

As they were merging northbound on to the high¬ 
way, they saw the van travelling in the southbound lane 
followed by a mass of police cars. 

"The van cut across the median, onto the wrong side 
of highway #2 and swerved into our lane," said Shipley. 

As the van approached his 1993 Ford Ranger pick¬ 
up truck, Shipley became increasingly aware that he 
was going to have to move. He drove onto the shoulder 
in an effort to get out of the way, but the van swerved 
into his path again. 

Shipley decided his only option was to drive into the 
ditch. That attempt also failed as the van adjusted his 
course as well. 

"It was almost like he wanted us," said Shipley. "Our 
vehicle started spinning and it was only because we 
spun out that he missed us. It was only by inches. That 
is the closest I have ever come to being hit by a vehicle." 

Shipley said he and Griffin sat in the truck for fif¬ 


teen minutes in shock before attempting to move the 
truck out of the ditch. He said that a police cruiser 
slowed down to see if they were okay but drove away 
when Griffin waved at him. 

Shipley had to push his truck out of the muddy ditch 
by himself with Griffin driving. 

"It was a life-threatening thing. We were appalled by 
what happened." 

Shipley and Griffin contacted the police the follow¬ 
ing day and were interviewed on Monday. They are now 
filling out a statement about the event. 

"This really opened our eyes and made us think about 
our lives and the amount of time we all have. People 
should be more appreciative about their lives. It was a 
valuable lesson. 

"My hands were on the wheel and my foot was on the 
gas, but it was God who was driving." 

The Ford cube van was stolen in Carstairs and headed 
south towards Calgary on highway #2. 

Police began the pursuit just after Crossfield. The 
driver rammed an RCMP cruiser in Airdrie and swerved 
into oncoming traffic during the chase. 

Police eventually stopped the van after it turned off 
on McKnight Boulevard and went down Centre Street. 

The man eventually ditched his vehicle but was un¬ 
able to elude the HAWC helicopter that was tracking 
him. 

The suspect was taken into custody with the help of 
the canine unit. 

Daniel Joseph O'Hara, of no fixed address, faces eight 
charges including theft over $5,000, evading police, dan¬ 
gerous driving, leaving the scene of an accident, and 


Didsbury helps buildingless Olds RCMP

While Olds RCMP members wait for a permanent 
home, the Didsbury detachment and its members will 
be a valuable tool to make sure policing continues to 
run smoothly for their northern neighbours. 

Earlier this year the Olds RCMP members were 
forced to leave their building when a fungus was found 
in the building. 

Called Stachybotrys Chartarum (Black Mold), the 
contaminant has the potential to cause cancer and/or 
dementia. 

The RCMP members moved into the Olds Town Ad¬ 
ministration building until a more suited spot could be 
found. 

But as long as the Olds RCMP doesn't have its own 
home, it will be relying on other local detachments like 
Didsbury and Sundre. 

"Right now we are bringing all of our prisoners to 
Didsbury, doing our Breathalyzer tests and using the 
interview rooms there as well," said Olds Detachment 
Commander Bob Phillips. 

Cooperation is nothing new among local RCMP de¬ 
tachments. For the past three year they have been work¬ 
ing closely together to help maximise their policing abili¬ 
ties and maintain their budgets. 

While Olds RCMP will utilize the building in Dids¬ 
bury for certain tasks until they have a building of their 
own, Didsbury Staff Sergeant Ron Platz said coopera¬ 
tion has been common place for years, more so in the 
last three.

He said a cooperation system was created for court 
days and has branched off into other areas. 

Phillips said cooperation has allowed the police to be 
more visible at certain times. 

We cover each other all of the time - sharing person¬ 
nel or assets. It's nice that we are able to do that," said 
Phillips, adding that large events like rodeos and dances 
sometimes warrant the extra help. 

On Oct. 7 a plebiscite was held in Olds in which resi¬ 
dents gave Town Council the go-ahead to borrow money 
to construct a new RCMP detachment. 

Phillips said the vote has given members some relief. 

The members now have some focus on the future. 
Before they didn't know where they were going." 

A building committee was struck to give Olds Town 
Council information about constructing a new build¬ 
ing and the group will visit the Didsbury RCMP de¬ 
tachment before making recommendations to Council. 

While it is up to Council to decide costs, size and 
location of the building, Phillips hopes that ground will 
be broke on the project by the spring. 

Phillips reiterated several times, however, that his 
number one priority was the safety of the staff that 
worked in the old RCMP detachment.

Toronto, Ontario will be the last competition for Wanda 
who has come a long way in the last two years. 


"I still can't believe I went to nationals. I am really 
happy with the way things went. 

"It still amazes me that I was able to make that 
level. When I first decided I wanted to try this, my 
training partner (Vicky Johnson) told me I had po¬ 
tential." 

But potential is only good if you do the hard work 
to develop it and for Wanda it has meant some sacri¬ 
fices. The time span between provincials and nation¬ 
als this year meant she had to diet heavily over a six- 
month period combined with regular workouts in the 
gym. 

She said the closer she got to nationals the more 
she dreaded going to the gym and that it wasn't fun 
anymore. And in the last six months her eating regi¬ 
ment has been strict. She has eaten 300 chicken 
breasts, 3,000 egg whites and 75 pounds of dry oat¬ 
meal in that time period.

While her body has changed to being well-defined, 
so too has Wanda’s personality.

Analyzing Alberta’s alternative 
to Kyoto agreement 


On May 21, 2002 the Alberta 
government released "Albertans 
and Climate Change: A Plan for 
Action." The plan is designed to 
achieve "meaningful long-term 
emissions reductions" and 
"serve as the basis for an effec¬ 
tive equitable national ap¬ 
proach to climate change while 
contributing responsibly to 
solve global issues" 

The plan's overall target is 
to reduce greenhouse gas 
(GHG) emission intensity by 
509 ; by the year 2020. Note 
carefully the phrase "emission 
intensity". This is not real emis¬ 
sions. GHG emission intensity 
measures the impact on the glo¬ 
bal climate for each dollar of 
gross domestic product (GDP). 
It does not measure the im¬ 
pact of the whole economy 
on the climate system and 
therefore has no direct en¬ 
vironmental relevance. 
Typical bafflegab! Tying emis¬ 
sions to GDP simply means 
that as long as GDP increases 
at a rate higher than actual 
emissions increase, it looks su¬ 
perficially as if positive 
progress is occurring, at least 
in terms of "emission intensity". 

If Alberta's GHG emissions 
and GDP are analyzed for the

period 1990 - 2000, it will be 
seen that the GHG emission in¬ 
tensity fell by 139F even as ac¬ 
tual GHG emissions rose by 
309F. 

During the 1990s Alberta's 
GDP grew by 49F per year. If 
this rate continues until 2020 
then the emissions intensity de¬ 
cline of 50 -5591 of the 1990 level 
would produce actual GHG 
emissions 709; higher than the 
1990 level. 

The Kyoto Protocol and as¬ 
sociated operational details 
comprise some 250 pages of de¬ 
tailed text, which resulted from 
years of intense negotiations

among the entire international 
community. The Alberta plan is 
32 pages of vagueness and few 
convincing actions whose claim 
to "provide a practical alterna¬ 
tive to Kyoto" is ludicrous. 

As to the Alberta Plan's 
claim to provide an equitable 
national approach, the province 
whose emissions per capita far 
outstrip those of even the most 
populous provinces wants to be 
allowed to keep its real emis¬ 
sions far above the 1990 level 
for decades to come. The Al¬ 
berta Plan is a smoke and mir¬ 
rors attempt to continue busi¬ 
ness as usual while not reduc¬ 
ing real emissions. Why was the 
expression "emission intensity" 
ever introduced if not to mis¬ 
lead? Real emissions must be 
reduced and Alberta should 
quit finding excuses not to do 
so. 

We are putting profits and 
comfort ahead of the natural 
systems, which must nourish 
and sustain all life, including 
we meddling humans.

QUESTION: I went away to college and then came 
home to live again. 

I'll admit there is tension between my parents and me, 
but we’d be OK if they would just accept me as a full- 
fledged adult. 

Why can’t they see that I’m grown and let me live my 
own life? 

DR. DOBSON: Leaving home and then coming back 
is called “the elastic nest,” and as you’re finding, it can 
very difficult. 

You’ve been on your own — you’ve made your deci¬ 
sions and controlled your own life. You’ve changed dra¬ 
matically during your time away, but you returned to find 
that your parents had not. 

They are just like you left them. They want to tell you 
how to run your life — what to eat, what to wear, which 
friends to cultivate, etc. 

It is a formula for combat. I understand your situation 
because I’ve been through it. 

My parents handled me wisely in my late teen years, 
and it was rare for them to stumble into common parental 
mistakes. 

That is, however, exactly what happened when I was 
19 years old. 

We had been a very close-knit family and it was diffi¬ 
cult for my mother to shift gears when I graduated from 
high school. 

During that summer, I traveled 1,500 miles from home 
and entered a college in California. I will never forget the 
exhilarating feeling of freedom that swept over me that 
fall. 

It was not that I wanted to do anything evil or forbid¬ 
den. . - -> 

It was simply that I jelj, #ccqqn.tjiljlp for my p;wn Ufje 
and did not have to explain my actions to anyone. It was 
like a fresh, cool breeze on a spring morning. 

Young adults who have not been properly prepared for 
that moment sometimes go berserk, but I remained rather 
sane. 

I did, however, quickly become addicted to freedom and 
was not about to give it up. 

The following summer, I came home to visit my folks. 
Immediately, I found myself in conflict with my mom. She 
was not intentionally insulting. 

She simply responded as she had done a year earlier 
when I was still in high school. 

But by then, I had journeyed down the road toward 
independence. 

She was asking me what time I would be coming in at 
night and urging me to drive the car safely and advising 
me about what I ate. 

No offense was intended. 

My mother had just failed to notice that I had changed 
and she needed to get with the new program. 

Finally, there was a flurry of words between us, and I 
left the house in a huff. 

A friend came by to pick me up, and I talked about my 
feelings as we rode in the car. 

“Darn it. Bill!” I said. 

“I don’t need a mother anymore.” 

Then a wave of guilt swept over me. 

It was as though I had said, “I don’t love my mother 
anymore.” 

1 meant no such thing. 

What I was feeling was a desire to be friends with my 
parents instead of accepting their authority over me. 

Freedom was granted very quickly thereafter. I hope 
you will be a bit more patient with your parents than I 
was with mine. 

I was only 19 years old, and I wanted it all. I should 
have given them another year to adjust. Your mom and 
dad will also change their thinking if you give them a 
little time. 

They’ll accept you as an adult much quicker if you’ll 
get out on your own and establish an independent life for 
yourself.

LIFESTYLES 
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Learning commission meeting will be crucial time 


Editors Note: Chinook's Edge 
School Board made its presen¬ 
tation to the Learning Commis¬ 
sion last week. This article 
preeeeded the presentation. 

Alberta’s Commission on 
Learning has given us a ten 
minute time slot to appear be¬ 
fore it and present concerns or 
issues particularly associated 
with our area. 

That's a tall order for such a 
short time. 

At the end of our board meet¬ 
ing we struggled with what we 
would focus on for such a lim¬ 
ited window of opportunity. Af¬ 
ter all, this commission will be 
making recommendations that 
could have a lasting effect on 
our students for years to come. 

We came to the conclusion 
that many of our biggest chal¬ 
lenges and concerns emanate 
from the rural nature of our ju¬ 
risdiction. We are the Province's 
largest rural division in the 
sense that we have no city within 
our boundaries yet our student 
enrollment makes us the sev¬ 
enth largest division in the prov¬ 
ince. 

You might be surprised to 
know that we are larger than 
Red Deer public. However, the 
widely dispersed student popu¬ 
lation in the many smaller 
schools we serve creates special 
challenges not found in cities. 

Some of the issues are obvi¬ 
ous. When our superintendents 
and directors visit schools across 
the division they are facing a lot 
of "windshield time ". Try the trip 
from Cremona to Delburne and 
you'll see what I mean. Apart 
from the loss of time on task we 
estimate that this cruising adds 
about $100,000 to our central 
office budget. The Red Deer su¬ 
perintendent can visit all his 
schools in a morning. 

Throughout the year we run 
central workshops and 
inservices for different groups of 
teachers across the division. 
This too means wasted travel 
time and extra costs. 

By necessity we operate a 
huge busing enterprise which, 
though it is adequately funded, 
does make extra administrative 
demands on the superintend¬ 
ent’s time in resolving thorny 
issues. The students in our 
small high schools are particu¬ 
larly affected compared with 
those in the large city schools. 
Course choices are more limited. 
Teachers are often required to 
teach a combination of courses, 
for example Physics 10, 20. 30, 
because there are not enough 
students for one class. 

Those students who are look¬ 
ing for a vocational placement 
in a registered apprenticeship 
program or work experience 
find that the number of busi¬ 
nesses available in a town or 
village is quite limited. Some 
might suggest that communica¬ 
tion technology could be used to 
extend course offerings. That is 
certainly an option and one we 
have pursued, but it doesn't come 
cheap. 

Another solution that is 
sometimes touted is to combine 
our high schools. Let’s suppose 
Carstairs, Cremona, and Dids- 
bury high schools were com¬ 
bined (total pop. 680). Ibis 
would still be small compared 
with large schools in the city like 
Lindsay Thurber (pop. 1,900) 



We have many other issues 
that are common to boards 
across the province. Things like 
the funding and delivery of spe¬ 
cial education, or restoring the 
bargaining autonomy of boards. 
These will be presented to the 
Commission by our organiza¬ 
tion, the Alberta School Boards 
Association. I hope they will be 
allowed more than ten minutes. 

Finally, 1 would encourage 
you to have a look at and maybe 
complete the workbook that the 
Commission has issued. The 
preamble to the questions is par¬ 
ticularly interesting. It has some 
startling statistics and floats 
some provocative balloons, ( e.g. 


survival of small communities in 
rural Alberta. Time and again 
it has been shown that when a 
small community loses its school 
it begins to wither and die. 

By the geographical nature of 
our division the student popu¬ 
lation is already fragmented into 
small schools. Another concern 
I have relayed before is the en¬ 
croachment of the Red Deer 
Separate board into our area t hat 
will produce further fragmenta¬ 
tion and more unnecessary bus¬ 
ing. 

One last point I'm sure we’ll 
mention is the importance of 
school extra curricular activities 
in small communities. For most 
places it is literally the only 
game in town for students 
whereas cities provide a wealth 
of recreational facilities inde¬ 
pendent of schools. Because of 
this the withdrawal of voluntary 
services during the recent labor 
dispute was more keenly felt by 
students in rural schools. The 
Commission needs to address 
this previously neglected aspect 
of school life. You can see that 
this one topic alone will easily 
fill ten minutes. 


"Should school boards be given 
back the right to tax? If school 
boards are not allowed to raise 
taxes, should they continue to 
be elected?").

and Hunting Hills (pop. 1,271 ) 
In Red Deer. (The fact that Red 
Deer public can accommodate 
its high school students in two 
schools but we are obliged to run 
ten, speaks volumes about the 
dispersed nature of our division). 

We would still have the prob¬ 
lem of travel times for students. 
In the case of a student living 
west of Water Valley and travel¬ 
ling to the vicinity of Carstairs 
or Didsbury the daily journey¬ 
ing would be punishing. 

Yet the issue is even bigger 
than this for it involves the very

Sarah Boyle, an environmental advisor with 
Devon Canada, an oil and gas company, says it will 
likely take from three to five years to assess the 
effectiveness ot the pilot project. “If revegetation 
and reforestation ot unused seismic lines can be 
shown to have a positive effect on the recovery of 
caribou populations, this project may well serve as a 
new model for all of industry to follow.” In the 
meantime, companies are moving to the use of far 
narrower seismic lines to greatly reduce any 
disturbed area. 


Understanding the needs of the caribou and 
protecting their habitat is one example ot industry’s 
efforts to respect the environment while meeting the 
demand tor oil, gas and forest products.

Industry continues 
to surpass gas 
flaring targets 

ALBERTA’S SKIES ARE DARKER AT NIGHT 
and the air is cleaner because the oil and natural 
gas industry continues to reduce solution gas 
flaring at a record pace. 

In 1997, the Canadian Association ot Petroleum 
Producers (CAPP) worked with the Clean Air 
Strategic Alliance (CASA) to evaluate solution 
gas flaring with the goal of determining effective 
ways to reduce flaring. CASA is an independent, 
non-profit organization that includes 
; environmental, government, industry and 
health representatives from across Alberta. 

By consensus, CASA stakeholders agreed to a 
i voluntary approach with annual targets supported 
; by regulatory requirements. 

| Between 1996 and 2001, province-wide flaring 
; dropped by 51 per cent, more than double the 
I reduction target. 

| Progress like this shows the value of CASA’s 
consensus-based approach. Tom Marr-Laing, 
Director of the Energy Watch Program of the 
Pembina Institute tor Appropriate Development 
1 and a vice-president of CASA, calls it “reasoned 
debate involving a mutual interest in finding 
solutions by all sides.” 

He says, “A process like this is not quick, but the 
high level of commitment of everyone around 
the table makes success possible. As a result, 
i tremendous progress has been achieved and 
Albertans should anticipate further reductions 
| as industry turns its attention to the 
i remaining flares.”
